Three State conventions are sched- 
uled for to-day. Ohio Democrats 
will meet an Columbus, Connecticut 
Republicans at Hartford and New Jer- 
sey Republicans at Trenton. 

Judge Benjamin F. Hill, of Newcas- 
tle, who has gained somp reputation by 
urging farmers to raise tobacco this 
year, has announced his candidacy for 
Representative of Henry county. 

A petition has been sent to the Ala- 
bama Democratic State Executive Com- 
mittee asking that the name of Gov. 
John A. Johnson be placed on the bal- 
lots at the democratic State primary. 

At a Republican convention held at 
Beattyville for the purpose of electing 
district committeemen, Wes Spicer and 
Cain Estes got into a. difficulty in which 
both men were shot, Estes seriously. 

Under the terms of a bill introduced 
by Representative Cooper, of Texas, 
the State of Texas is reimbursed to the 
extent of $5,000,000 for cotton taxes lev- 
ied by the Government from 1863-1868, 
inclusive. 

Representative Langley is urging the 
president to appoint George Denny, of 
Lexington, to the position of solicitor 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
made vacant by the resignation of 
Judge Hayes over a month ago.
